Teachers salary 
demands most 
expensive item 


(Last of a series)

Of all the demands requested in the Lompoc 
Education Association’s proposed comprehensive 
agreement before the Lompoc Unified School District 
board of trustees, the single most expensive demand 
is a restructuring of the salarv schedule to the tune of 
$888,480. 
For the 612 teachers presently in the district, this 
would mean a 13.9 per cent salary increase over and 
above their normal “step’’ increase. 
The complexities of arriving at a salary schedule 
would stagger the lay person's mind. 
Basically, 
however, the teachers are asking for a minimum, or a 
beginning teacher’s salary of $7,875 if hired from out 
of state and $8.925 if hired with California credentials. 
They seek a maximum salary of $15,645 per school 
year for p teacher with 11 year’s experience with a 
master's degree and 75 “ units” of study. 
This compares with the present beginning salary of 
$6,918.75 and the maximum of $13,745.25. 
The number of teaching days in a teacher’s contract 
is 176. Presently the average teacher’s salary in the 
district 
is $10,593. 
Under the comprehensive 
agreement, the average teacher’s salary would be 
$12,026 or $61 per day based on the 176 day school 
teaching calendar. In 1965-66 the average teacher’s 
salary, grades K-12, was $7.389. 
The district presently has 387 teachers on tenure; 
125 on first year probationn, 77 on second year 
probation and 49 on third year probation for a total of 
251 probationary and four provisional teachers, those 
without degrees. 
Forty-four couples teach in the 
district. 
Teachers in the Lompoc District have had salary 
increases over and above their step increment 
increases each year for more than the past 20 years. 
However, teachers contend that the district has not 
kept up with the cost of living rise “over the past 
years. 
Teachers employ the consumer index to 
determine cost of living but do not consider their 
increment increase as contributing toward cost of 
living satisfaction. 


As concerns administrative salaries, teachers 
request that the administrative pay scale be tied to a 
dollar value plus the teacher’s maximum pay. For 
example, an assistant administrator would receive 
$10,000 a year more than the maximum salary for a 
teacher or $25,645 per year according to the proposed 
agreement. 


The agreement also targets on additional pay for 
additional duties. 
It is proposed that health supervisors be placed on 
the teachers salary schedule and receive additional 
$560; subject coordinators be placed on the schedule 
and receive additional $840; all department heads who 
supervise in excess of 18 sections be put on the 
teachers schedule and receive an additional $700. It is 
further proposed that all elementary school team 
leaders who have the equivalent of three full-time 
teachers under their supervision receive $700 for the 
responsibility. 
Currently receiving no pay for duties are high 
school drama teachers, forensics coach, drill team 
leader, choral director, school newspaper advisor and 
high school yearbook advisor. The agreement asks 
that the drama, forensics, drill team leader and 
choral director receive an additional $700 and the 
newspaper and yearbook advisors, $350. 
They are 
asking for an increase from $738 extra to $840 for high 
school band directors. They are seeking an increase 
from $6.50 per hour to $8.50 per hour for homebound 
teachers and driver training teachers. 
They are 
asking an increase from $984 to $1,120 for the 
supervision of the driver training supervision and an 
increase from $6.50 per hour to $8.50 per hour for adult 
education teachers. 
Fringe benefits are called for also in the proposed 
comprehensive agreement. They are demanding full 
payment of the employe's family health insurance 
plan; full payment oi the employe's single or married 
couple plan with the remainder to be put into the 
current tax-sheltered annuity plan held by the district 
in the employ 's name. Currently the district pays out 
$221.20 per employe per year in fringe benefits. 
Under the comprehensive agreement, this figure 
would be hiked to $530. In the agreement proposal, 
teachers remind the district that the law provides for 
an override tax to cover the costs of fringe benefits 
without voter approval. 
Also asked for is an increase in pay from $22 per day 
for substitute teachers to $35 per day. 
The comprehensive agreement concludes with 
rights 
demanded 
for 
the 
Lompoc 
Education 
Association. Some of the rights are currently granted 
and include payroll deduction for LEA dues, use of 
inter-school mail facilities, right of use of school 
buildings and granting leave with pay to the president 
of the Association at his request during his term of 
office 
to participate during working hours in 
negotiations, grievance proceedings, conferences or 
meetings. 
U.S. bombers knock out 
enemy anti-aircraft gun posts 


SAIGON (U PI)—Two U.S. Air 
Force F4 Phantom fighterbombers 
knocked out three anti-aircraft gun 
emplacements in North Vietnam 
today when the guns fired as the jets 
were flying over neighboring Laos, 
U.S. military spokesmen said. 
The 
Phantoms 
used 
bombs, 
rockets and cannon fire in the 33rd 
“protective reaction ’ air strike in 
North Vietnam this year and the 
40th since the U.S. command began 
announcing them following air raids 
May 2,1970. 
It was believed to be the 100th 
such “protective reaction ' since the 
Nov. 1, 1968 halt in the strategic 
bombing of North Vietnam. Last 
May 27 a U.S. command spokesman 
had said there had been “about 60’ 


such strikes before the May 2, 1970 
raids. 
The 
U.S. 
C om m and 
also 
announced today that an Air Force 
Phantom was shot down Thursday 
while on a bombing mission in the 
southern panhandle of Laos. The two 
crewmen escaped unhurt. 
More than 3,000 U.S. marines 
began stand-down from operational 
duty today in preparation for a 
return to the United States. This will 
trim the marine fighting force in 
Vietnam, once 87,000 strong, below 
the 10,000 mark, military spokesmen 
said 
in 
to d a y ’s 
aftern o o n 
communique. 
South Vietnamese troops today 
reported killing 47 Communists in 
scattered fighting Thursday around 


the Mekong River delta south of 
Saigon at a cost of three government 
soldiers killed and 20 wounded. 
But there was a lull in U.S. ground 
combat and the U.S. command 
om itted 
its 
usual 
morning 
communique for only the fourth 
time since the communique system 
was introduced five years ago. All 
four occasions have occurred this 
year. 


One reason for the lull was 
unseasonably bad weather which 
grounded 
most

helicopters 
supporting the allied buildup around 
the A Shau valley, 375 miles north of 
Saigon

G M says can't clean exhaust by '76 
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WASHINGTON <UPI> - General 
Motors insisted today that it could 
see no way to come up with the 
“clean’’ exhaust system required by 
a federal law for autos by the time 
1976 models come off the line. 
Ford said much the same thing 
Thursday as did American Motors 
and Volkswagen at hearings by the 
government's 
main 
antipollution 
agency which says it will strictly 
enforce the standards. 
In 
prepared 
testimony, 
GM 
President Edward N. Cole said his 
firm was “ hopeful’’ it could meet 


the required 90 per cent reduction in 
hydrocarbon 
and carbon monoxide 
emissions 
for 1975 
models, 
compared with 1970 models. But he 
added; 
“ At this point in time we have no 
way of controlling oxides of nitrogen 
to the extremely low levels which 
could be required by the clean air 
amendments 
of 1970 for 
1976 
models.” 
The law requires a 90 per cent 
nitrogen oxides reduction for 1976 
cars. 
Ford 
testified 
similarly 
Thursday. American Motors and 


Volkswagen expressed even more 
pessimism.

Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA » are to determine how the 
industry is doing and whether it is 
making a “good faith” effort to 
meet the standards. 
Cole testified that GM spent $119 
million on exhaust cleanup research 
in 1970 and would spend at least $124 
million this year. The firm’s 1970 
sales and profits, both reduced by a

Chancellor Willy Brandt and his key 
advisers met into the early hours of 
today in an effort to formulate 
proposals on how to deal with the 
crisis over the American dollar. 
The 
proposals 
were 
being 
submitted at a cabinet meeting 
today, 
with 
all 
indications 
the 
decision will be to allow the West 
German mark to float free of its 
fixed parity price against the dollar 
and find its own level on a supply 
and demand basis. 
State Secretary Conrad Ahlers, 
Brandt s 
spokesman, 
said 
the 
government 
was 
not 
going 
to 
revalue the mark upward “ because 
no one would revalue with us.” 
However, he said “this does not 
necessarily exclude the possibility 
of floating the mark free of a fixed 
parity 
West German and many 
other European money markets 
have been closed until Monday due 
to the crisis.

Rogers meeting 
with Israel leaders 


TEL AVIV (U PI)—Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers and the 
Israeli leadership got down to the 
specifics of their diplomatic dispute 
today following his air tour of Sharm 
el Sheikh, one of the focal points of 
the middle east conflict. 
He said he came away from the 
trip with a “ much better idea of the 
whole problem.” 
Rogers’ second and final meeting 
with Prime Minister Golda Meir and 
her top cabinet aides got under way 
in her ivy covered Tel Aviv office 
and promised to be a lengthy 
session, with the secretary pushing 
for a softening of Israel’s peace 
stance. 
The meeting was the final item on 
Rogers’ 
official 
agenda 
before 
departing Saturdav to conclude his 
Middle East peace seeking swing. 
It came after his flight over 
Sharm el Sheikh and his visit to the 
old city of Jerusalem, where he 
stopped at shrines holy to Christian 
and Moslem and was heckled by a 


young American who yelled “ Don’t 
spill any more Jewish blood with 
your compromises. ” 
Rogers was an hour late for the 
meeting in the two-story building 
and apologized to Foreign Minister 
Abba 
Eban, 
saying 
“ we 
were 
terribly worried about being so 
late.” 
This was the session that would 
determine whether the secretary 
leaves with the impression that 
Israel 
will 
do 
its 
share 
of 
compromising with the Arab world 
in working for a Middle East peace. 
“ Any time you see something 
personally, you have a better idea of 
the whole problem,” Rogers said 
after visiting Sharm el Sheikh. 
“Certainly from the standpoint of 
the terrain I have a much better 
idea.” 
Rogers was taken on the tour by 
the chief of staff of the Israeli 
armed forces, Lt. Gen. Haim Bar- 
Lev, and the intelligence chief, Maj. 
Gen Aharon Yariv.

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'Beautiful Wrigley Field'

CHICAGO — (NEA) — Wrigley Field should exist only 
in that cubicle of the mind reserved for pure thoughts. It 
was built in 1916 when baseball was still considered truly 
entertainment and the tentacles of business had not yet 
choked the sport out of the “game,” or “national pas­ 
time.” 
Wrigley Field, where the Chicago Cubs cavort, is very 
nearly cuddly. It remains one of the smallest parks in 
baseball, seating about 36,000 fans. The stands are so close 
to the field that if you’re lucky you can in fact hear a ball­ 
player swear at an umpire. The bullpens are snuggled in- 
between the foul lines and the stands; on a languorous 
afternoon you might talk with a relief pitcher sitting with 
legs crossed. 
Vines grow on the bleacher walls. The walls around the 
park are of a warm red brick. The grass, in contrast to 
most new parks, actually grows. The dirt is not synthetic 
either. And as everyone knows, it is the only major league 
park without light towers. 
The latter is one of the idiosyncrasies—rather, sweet 
anachronisms—of the owner of the team and the park, 
Phil Wrigley. He believes that baseball is a daytime game, 
a batty notion at best to the computerized contemporary 
mentality. Wrigley is the kind of owner who has on oc­ 
casion even paid his way into his own park. 
Ads such as “Forget Your Troubles at Wrigley Field” 
and “Have a Picnic at the Ball Park” were not strictly 
Madison Avenue, or LaSalle Street, slogans, as the case 
may be. And when Jack Brickhouse, the Cubs’ television 
announcer, calls it “beautiful Wrigley Field,” he seems 
to speak the truth even though he does own stock in the 
club. 
When Ernie Banks, the ebullient first baseman, tells a 
phone caller in the clubhouse, “Send it to me, Beautiful 
Wrigley Field, 60613,” one senses he speaks from the 
heart. That attitude has its light-spirited effects. Banks 
is 40, but looks 30 and sometimes plays like 20. Banks is 
also fond of saying daily that wind, rain, snow, sleet, 
cyclone notwithstanding, “It’s a beautiful day for a ball 
game.” 
Pat Pieper is similarly and wholesomely infected. At 
86, Pieper retains the job of public address announcer that 
he assumed when the park was constructed 65 years ago. 
His blue eyes are clear and deep, like his voice, which 
continues to resonantly inform—and, if your nostalgic 
soul is in the right place, to comfort and stir (“Attention, 
attention please. Have your pencils and scorecards readv. 
I will now give you the correct starting lineup for today’s 
game . . 
Pieper looks about a quarter of a century younger than 
he is. “How do you slay young? Watch your diet over 50 
—you can eat anything before that, and come out and 
breathe the clean air of Wrigley Field,” he says. “It’s a 
shame what’s happening to some of the parks now. Take 
Shea Stadium in New York. It’s a great, massive struc­ 
ture—but cold. Wrigley Field is such a warm, friendly 
place.” 
In the last couple of years, a spurious, ugly thing de-

veloped in the left field bleachers called “The Bleacher 
Bums.” An obnoxious group of hard-hatted beer drinkers 
who hurled beer cans and insults at opposing players. Not 
shouting heartfelt, partisan epithets like, “You stink,” 
but profanely screaming the phone numbers of the rivals’ 
local mistresses. 


Cub management has curbed that practice, At last look, 
there were kids in the left field bleachers again. Their 
unconventionalism has taken the harmless turn of string­ 
ing pencils and scorecards down from the wall in order 
to facilitate getting autographs. 


The “Bums” though, may be excused by the mass 
psychosis that gripped the city when the Cubs, after 
finishing in the second division for 20 straight seasons, 
began threatening to win a pennant. Early this season, 
however, the Cubs were back in last place and the fans 
had returned to some semblance of Pollyanna sanity.

WILLIAMSBURG, Iowa— 
(NEA)—Not too many years 
ago a truck stop was a place 
to be shunned by the decent 
and upstanding portion of the 
populace. A place of beefy 
team sters burping in bad 
beer. Grimy, greasy, gaudy, 
the waitresses all had sore 
spots 
from 
pinching, 
the 
sleeping rooms were forever 
full of bedbugs, 
and the 
fields in back were battle­ 
grounds for chain-wielding 
rival truckers. 
Tempus fugit. 
The Middle America Truck 
Stop, hard by U. S. Inter­ 
state 80, on the skirts of 
sleepy (pop. 1,700) Williams­ 
burg, is a smallish but rep­ 
resentative example of to­ 
day’s more than 3,800 truck 
stops. Planted in wash-down 
blacktop at the summit of a 
clean and breezy hill, it is a 
dozen pumps and several 
acres of modernity. 
There is no beer in the 
restaurant. The waitress will 
call a cop if anybody so 
much as looks at her sug­ 
gestively. Drivers are asked 
to shower before sleeping on 
the Posturepedic mattresses. 
There are no pinup photos of 
size 48 chicks, no puddles of 
oil at the entrance, and any­ 
body who picks a fight is 
considered some kind of nut. 
Bob Sinn. 56-year-old m an­ 
ager 
of 
Middle 
America, 
says he just won’t stand for 
crud in his establishment, 
and neither will the drivers: 
‘‘The truck stop has changed. 
This is a place for a driver 
to rest, gas up, eat and have 
some friendly conversation. 
We don’t want and they don’t 
want it any different. In the 
old days the truck stops 
were a m irror of the truck 
industry. The industry was 
wild so the truck stops were 
wild. Today, trucking has 
grown up a few feet.” 
He’s right. According to 
the American Trucking Asso­ 
ciation, there are more than 
16 million 
for-hire 
trucks 
registered in the nation, pro­ 
viding jobs for some eight 
million 
men 
and 
women. 
Commercial trucks haul 388 
billion ton-miles of freight 
each year, including 90 per 
cent of the nation’s livestock 
and 60 per cent of its fruit 
and vegetables. Truck own­ 
ers purchase $21 billion in 
fuel annually, 21 million tires 
and 1.5 billion quarts of oil. 
If engineers used one year’s 
truck road tax ($4.6 billion) 
to build one road, it would 
run four lanes, New York to 
Los Angeles. 


Clearly, 
truck 
stops 
no 
longer accommodate pikers 
ana so they have drastically 
altered as befits their clien- 
tel. Middle America offers 
television, a swank adjoining 
motel and laundromat. Other 
stops, larger stops, go even 
further; one of the nation’s 
biggest, Triple T in Tucson, 
Ariz., has 21 pumps, a bar­ 
bershop and linen exchange. 
“The crucial test of a stop,” 
says Middle America Man­ 
ager Sinn, ‘‘is whether the 
women drivers like it. There 
are a lot of husband-wife 
driving teams around now— 
and you know how fussy the 
little lady can be.” 
« 
The drivers, men or wom­ 
en, are indeed the crucial 
tests. And, like the industry 
itself, 
its 
employes 
have 


matured disarmingly. Gone 
are the days when a team ­ 
ster’s worth could be m ea­ 
sured solely by the span of 
his rump. Today, firms seek 
educated, even sophisticated 
e m p l o y e s . 
“Reliability,” 
says Sinn, “that’s the key.” 
Like 38-year-old Jim Lowe, 
for example. He’s a driver 
for Scott Trucking out of 
Denver. And if he has a 
hairy chest it doesn’t show. 
Medium 
size, weight and 
muscle, he is well-groomed, 
well-spoken, father of two 
children, owner of one dog. 
Sitting in a Middle Amer­ 
ica restaurant booth, waiting 
for his rig to be fueled, he 
says: “ I hear all kinds ol 
horror stories of how truck 
ing was before. Like the 
drivers were always chasing 
women, the stops were full 
of whores, that kind of thing. 
Well, lemme tell you, I’ve 
get a lovely wife and all I 
do is my job; I want to get 
my load delivered and get 
back home. I live in a nice 
section of Denver. I earn 
$15-20.000 a year. Brother, 
that doesn’t make me some 
kind of stubble-chinned bum. 
That 
makes 
me a 
solid, 
happy member of the com­ 
fortable class.” 
So it is that Middle Amer­ 
ica and the rest of the na­ 
tion’s truck stops are busy 
in a new ball game today. 
Here along 1-80, where 14,000 
trucks and autos pass every 
hour, the customers and the 
conversation are that of the 
new working breed. Even the 
old language has changed; 
“skins” are now called tires, 
“bean haulers” are merely 
produce carriers and “cackle 
crates” are t r u c k s with 
chickens in them. 
Things are, 
when com­ 
pared with yesterday, rather 
dull. A man comes in and 
signs a log book so his com­ 
pany can keep tabs on him. 
He takes his soap to the 
shower room so his partner 
will not have to carry an 
aerosol spray in the cab. He 
fills his thermos bottle with 
coffee so he will not have to 
rely on pep pills. 
“So what did you expect 
to 
find 
here,” 
asks 
one 
driver, “ a sex orgy?” 
Well, orgies, says Middle 
America manager Sinn, are 
no longer the public province 
of the truck driver: “The 
only time we get something 
sexy is from the civilians. 
We gas up a lot of tourists 
here. I remember this one 
time two gals came in naked 
all over, I swear. They said 
they were working their way 
to Chicago. Really. And it’s 
kind of a measure of truck 
drivers today that nobody 
took them on.”

superiority in technology to keep 
healthy economically as a nation. 
Obviously we, and other countries 
as well, now must find a way to eat 
our cake and have it, too. We can no 
longer consider technology apart 
from its possibly harmful environ­ 
mental effects. We m ust spend the 
resources required to make and 
keep air and water clean. 
Yet we cannot treat technology as 
some hated adversary. It is a key 
element in our economic growth — 
and 
growth 
we 
m ust 
have. 
Otherwise we might reach a point 
where we could say our waters are 
not stagnant any more — but we are. 
If this has the ring of primer-talk, 
so does the war against technology. 
By volume, we are by far the 
greatest trading nation on earth. 
Exports mean more in percentage 
term s to West Germany, Britain, 
Canada, France, Japan and others 
than they do to us. But our present 
yearly total upwards of $38 billion is 
at once enormous and a m ajor 
significance to us. 
Our agriculture and some of our 
industries must sell a sizable part of 
output abroad to stay in solid shape. 
Moreover, we are inevitably a heavy 
importing nation, and we have to 
sell to keep some kind of rough 
balance with our trading partners. 
Foreign economics experts point 
out here that our selling advantage 
has 
been 
greatest 
where 
high 
technology has played a decisive 
role. In agriculture it perm its us to 
produce 
immense 
quantities 
of 
generally good quality foodstuffs at 
less 
cost 
than 
others. 
In 
the 
electrical, 
electronic, 
machinery 
and chemical fields, to name a few, 
it allows us to produce sophisticated 
things unmatched by most others. 
To Europe, and most particularly 
to 
economically 
disadvantaged 
eastern 
Europe, 
our 
incredible 
advances in computers have been 
the symbol of superiority. They are 
envied as "door-openers" — as the 
means of access to many other 
crucial economic advances. 
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'To hove a pipeline, or not to have a pipeline— some 
times, I just wish I could get away from it all!" 


Nevertheless, though we continue 
to bedazzle other lands with our 
70,000 computers, our m argins in 
high technology are diminishing. 
Jerom e 
Wiesner, 
president 
of 
M a s s a c h u s e t t s 
I n s t i t u t e 
of 
Technology, 
w arns 
that 
West 
Germany 
and 
Japan 
may 
be 
catching and surpassing us in some 
fields. 
Experts here think it natural that 
o u r 
t r a d i n g 
e d g e 
in 
less- 
sophisticated products, like textiles 
and shoes, should decline. Many 
once 
largely 
agricultural 
lands 
today 
are 
pushing 
into 
low 
technology industries and carving 
out a piece of the market. 
This, say the 
experts, has a 
double impact upon us. Plainly, to 
maintain 
a 
solid 
world 
trading 
position, we have to emphasize high 


technology 
products 
more 
than 
ever. 
But the pressures that are taking 
away 
our 
m ark ets 
for 
less- 
sophistieated goods and giving them 
to the "developing" nations are also 
at work upon countries like Japan 
and West Germany. They, too, feel 
that heat. 
Understandably, their 
response is to push harder in high 
technology fields, and this puts them 
in stiff competition with us. 
Warnings 
like 
W iesners 
may 
indicate we are breaking out of our 
com placent, 
self-congratulatory 
mood. At stake is not our being able 
to keep on saying “ We re No. 1." 
The issue is our need to maintain a 
healthy economic potential which is 
critical 
to 
all 
our 
hopes 
of 
eliminating poverty, easing sickness 
and lifting the blight on our cities.

The 
city 
also 
can 
stipulate 
landscaping to the extent that unless 
you can see inside the fence you 
might think it is a park. 
Those auto wrecking yard owners 
who do not which to abide by these 
strict and expensive stipulations 
will just have to close up shop and 
move out of town. 
This appears to be the end of a 10 
year battle with the wrecking yards, 


but an ironic side has developed to 
the situation. 
At the final public hearing into the 
m atter, attended by persons who 
would 
put 
or 
soon 
have 
the 
businessess moved out of town, a 
situation developed that will most 
likely bring more business to the 
wrecking yards. 


During the hearing city officials 
had the opportunity to remind the 
public of the 72-hour abandoned car 
ordinance and the fact that 
all 
people have to do is call the police 
departm ent to report a car left in 
the same location more than three 
days 
and 
that 
c a r will 
be 
impounded. 
According 
to 
people at 
the 
hearing, there are many such cars 
around town and many of them are 
obviously wrecks. In that event, the 
wrecks 
of 
course 
will go 
the 
wrecking yards and that is the way 
they make their money.
